We have frequently used the 
words banal, trite and common- 
place, even hackneyed, In connec- 
tion with music. Cften Operatic 
tunes carry that stigma In our 
minds. If, however, we stop to 
realise what makes us think of 
these melodies In this fashion, we 
must know that it is their presis- 
tant repltlon, and their popularity 
that causes this reaction, and 
then. If we recognise the fact that 
al this banality, or popularity, is 
due to the inherent tunefulness 
of these melodies, to their sing- 
ability, the ease with which they 
are remembered, we understand 
that to have become trite, they 
must have been beautiful to be- 
gin with. 

All of this ' discourse was pro- 
voked by a hearing of a complete 
recording of Donizetti's Opera, 
"Lucia De Lamermoor", based on 
Sir Walter Scott's Novel. The per- 
formance is by the La Scale

In this great and very familiar 
composition, the principals sing 
of their conllicting emotions. It 
contains all of the sensations and 
passions of these six confused 
people; the betrayed lovers, the 
deceived companions and friends, 
the outwitted vinian and the vic- 
timised bridegroom, Lord Arthur, 
the result being a tune that has 
been heard on every concert pro- 
gram and every barell organ the 
the country over, but a tune that 
remains supreme music despite its 
repititlons.

by the Tile Council of America. 

More than 75 per cent of farm 
dwellings in Virginia and the south 
are in excellent condition or need 
only such minor repairs as paint- 
ing or general maintenance, the 
report revealed. Only 81.1 per cent 
were in good repair in 1940. The 
report was based on Bureau of the 
Census surveys. 

"The rise in farm incomes and 
property values since 1940 has 
been accompanied by a great in- 
crease in the number of rural 
homes equipped with such modern 
conveniences as electric lights 
tiled baths and showers and run- 
ning water," said P. B. Ortman 
chairman of the council's residen- 
tial construction committee. 

Electricity, for instance, has 
gone into hund r eds of thousands 
of the nation's rural dwellings 
since 1040. Ortman noted. More 
than 59 per cent of all farm homes 
now have electric lights, in con- 
trast to 31 J per cent to 1940. 

More than 33 per cent of rural 
dwellings to the United States to- 
day have running water, and 30.1 
per cent have private baths, ac- 
cording to the Tile Council report. 
In 1940. 17.7 per cent had running 
water and amy MS per cent pri 
vate baths.

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THE UBERMEER WATER INCIDENT. 

The old saying that "Norfolk was laid out by cow paths" must 
have spread to North Virginia Beach, In the Ubermeer section, judg- 
ing by the many difficulties being encountered in laying out streets, 
roads and lots. Many years ago Dr. Masury owned that entire section 
af Virginia Beach. He went back on Crystal Lake and built the spac- 
ious and rambling Masury Mansion, now owned and occupied Mrs. 
W. 8. Wilder. In those days this property was considered very re- 
mote from the Beach. It was exclusive, it was an estate, the like of 
which was not found any where at Virginia Beach. 

As time went on a few lots were sold off with the idea of develop- 
ment. Water mains wete laid and houses and cottages built near 
Atlantic Avenue. 

The picture to-day is a beautiful woody section, but as property 
Is being developed snags by the score are being uncovered, the prin- 
cipal of which is uncharted water mains. Last week residents of the 
Lakeside Area were making coffee from ice cubes and dealing out 
their water reserves by the teaspoonful. The bulldozer clearing pro- 
perty for development "struck water". The mains were not marked 
on the plat, the property boundry lines were not defined and from 
all reports it was a guesing game all along the way. 

As son as the mishap was discovered an atempt was made to 
notify town authorities (who not be located at the time) to remedy 
the situation. At the same time a pump was rigged in an endeavor to 
help. 

As in this instance, the average person is prone to jump at con- 
clusions and criticize placing the blame where it seems to belong when 
further Investigation shows a very different picture. 



A WAS MEMORIAL 



What will become of the Victory Memorial Hospital at Thalia 
now seems to lie in the laps of legislators. 

Its life may be chalked off to history and recorded only in the 
books of the various secretaries of the organization, in time to be 
forgotten by later generations who might look upon it as just an- 
other government project to be dismantled and forgotten. 

This should no be the esse, for many hundred residents of the 
second Congressional District, contributed money, time and talents to 
establish a permanent memorial to a loved one lost in the first world 
war. 

Princess Anne County had no near-by hospital to take care of its 
tubercular patient in 193* and residents of the district felt the great 
need. What more fitting tribute to a life sacrificed could be paid than 
to give life to another. Thus was born the Victory Memorial Hospital 
with 55 beds and a staff of doctors and nurses. 

Funds were lacking to operate the hospital, consequently it was 
turned over to the State Health Department with Use hope that with 
future growth it would be permanent. A memorial placque was plac- 
ed in the building with names and gold stars. When the corner stone 
was laid the names of all contributors to its being were placed therein. 
The Federal Government took over during World War two and officers 
from Camp Ashby were quartered there. The next step was the re- 
turn of the building to the State. 

And now it looks like it is headed for the auction block. Princess 
Anne needs a center for Its public welfare work, a Health Center. 
Should this memorial be sacrificed along with those for whom It was 
built and to whom it was dedicated?

In the history of all the World these never was a more definite 
and cleaner movement made by human beings than the creation of 
the United Nations. In the beginning it looked as though all of the 
unsolved questions about disarmament, restoration of displaced per- 
sons, the basic freedoms, key spots of all friendly Nations of the World, 
would be quickly ironed out. 'Hut the Western delegations didn't get 
their feet under the conference table before Russia started trouble. 

Secretary Marshall has been a splendid leader, but even he could 
not keep peace in World circles. 

We had tough enough experiences with the League of Nations 
and we should have known better than to hook up so tightly with 
Russia. However, the United States is doing this job the best we cant— 
which isn't vary good,. Russia is insulting us nearly every day of the 
week. We may dissolve partnership with them. Meantime the threat 
of another war is recognized. What is going to happen nobody knows. 
But the United States is the most powerful Nation in the World and 1 
if Rossia starts anything we certainly ought to know wha to do with 
our atom bombs. .

The third ticket by Henry Wallace landed a surprise victory in 
the recent election in the Bronx, New York. 

When the Democratic- problems are ail sized up the; condition 
may be stated in a very b:ief sentence: "Truman is admittedly a weak 
candidate." He has been at outs with his own party in Congress over 
cudgets, taxation, foreign policies, high prices; he has failed to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with Democratic leaders in the two. branches of 
Congress. Nevertheless, in the opinion of the "wise leaders" in the 
National Capital, Mr. Truman will be the nominee of the Democratic 
party. 



NEW STEEL FOR OLD 



Working on the old football principle that the best defense is a 
fast and powerful offense, one ot the Nation's largest fctfbeletej con- 
cerns, General Motors, has moved into the fight against the threat- 
ening steel shortage In 1948 by instituting a full-fledged scrap drive 
across the country. 

"Scrap metal drives were one of the greatest contributions made 
by civilians, during the war to keep our wartime steel output up," re- 
minded C. R. Wilson, president of CM, in speaking of the drive. "To- 
day the economic importance of getting the scrap 1 on and steel into 
the mills is as great as the patriotic motives were during the war " he 
continued. ' 

OM Is asking help in the drive from all of its ewptoyes and deal- 
ers, close to 400,000 persons. They are being urged to enlist general 
public Interest, on the basis that old steel make new steel and new 
steel means more goods, more work and more income for all America. 

Scrap steel is necessary to make the finest types of steel Some 
fine tool steel is made entirely from scrap. Open hearth steel, of which 
most auto parts are made, requires 4C tons of scrap with each 60 tons 
of raw pig iron to produce 100 tons of finished steel. 

An intensive 60-day drive, backed by a group the size of Oil's 
400,000. can produce a lot of results, enough to turn the balance to an 
extremely critical situation. The project is worthy of the support of 
everyone, whether the scrap is sold commercially or donated to chari- 
table institutions for sale by them. AU the possessor of scrap metal 
needs to do is use the telephone.

The great C ■ Major %mphnny 
was Schubert's swan song. It was 
finished just eight months before 
his death, and contains music that 
is the vary voice of lyric ecstasy, 
it is written hit fbur movements, 
the second one? containing a plain- 
tive march-like' melody sung by 
the oboe. The last movement 
brings the symphony, to a close in 
a boisterous and jousts finale. 
This has been magnificently re- 
corded by Bruno. Walter and the 
New York Philharmonic Orches- 
tra. 

We are alii familiar with his 
beautiful setting of Shalsaapeare's 
ipoems, "Who is Sylvia., and "Hark, 
Hark the Lark.!' His immortal 
"Ave Maria" is known to every 
lover of music everywhere; 

Less known., though often as 
beautiful, la bis song-cycle. "Die 
Schone Mullerin" (The Maid of 
the Mill), which reveals the whole 
gamut of human emotions, from 
gay abandon to great despair. 

Lotto Lehman sings these twen- 
ty songs, in which the- young mill- 
er wanders along the- Brook, meets 
and woos the Maid of the Mill, be- 
comes jealous; desperate, and fin- 
ally lets himself be engulfed In 
the waters of the Brook. Her sing- 
ing, is flawless and she is accom- 
panied by Paul Ulanowsky at the 
piano,. A great song cycle, sung by 
a foremost singer of songs.. 

The String Quintet in C Major 
was written in 1828, the last yea a 
of his life.

With the deadline for ftuna 1M1 
tax returns drawing near, 
Mr. C, a Woe. OfftovMo-Chama 
of the Norfolk Veterans Adminis- 
tration Office, reminded veterans 
today that some of them have tax 
exemptions which do not apply to 
other civilians. 

Veterans, ha said, do not have 

Income received for active mm- 
tary service below the grade of 
commissioned officer- The first 
$1,500 of base pay received for 
active service as a commissioned 
officer Is exempt also, he added. 
This applies equally, he continued, 
in cases where a veteran was re- 
leased from active military duty 
during the year or In Instances 
where he was called back to duty, 
either permanently or for a tem- 
porary period. The pronciple ap- 
plies also to veterans drilling regu- 
larly as reservists. 

Musterlng-out pay is tax exempt 
as well as contributions by the 
Government to family allowances. 
The latter include not only pay- 
ments to families of enlisted men 
In service, but also subsistence 
payments to students training un- 
der either the O. I. Bill or Public 
Law 16 for disabled veterans. 

Also excluded from taxes are 
pensions and disability compensa- 
tion to war vetrans and their fa- 
milies, the VA representative de- 
clared. But while disability retire- 
ment pay is tax free, retirement 
pay other than that for disability 
is taxacle and must be reported, 
he explained. • 

Veterans who want special help 
in preparing 1947 tax returns 
should visit their nearest TJ. S. In- 
ternal Revenue Office. March 15th 
is the deadline for filing, and re- 
turns must be Died by everyone 
whose 1#I7 income was "$500 or 
more.

The first of the small houses is 
a compact one-story house of 
modern design, and -is suitable for 
a small family or for a tenant 
house on a large farm. Despite its 
small size, it has most good fea- 
tures of larger houses, including 
an adequate kitchen with dining 
space, workroom with laundry 
trays, two bedrooms, and storage 
room and closets. 

The second small house is plan- 
ned for log construction but can 
be adapted to frame or masonry. 
Especially appropriate is a coun- 
try location, it can also be used as 
a tenant house or summer cottage. 

The first of the medium-sized 
houses is compactly arranged with 
three bedrooms, large kitchen and 
living room, good traffic lanes, and 
ample closets. The second medium 
sized house, of traditional farm- 
house style, has two bedrooms and 
adequate dining space In the 
kitchen, living room large enough 
for company meals, and bath on 
the first floor, full basement with 
workroom and shower room. The 
second floor can be left unfinish- 
ed at the beginning, but there Is 
enough space for two large bed- 
rooms and bath. 

The first of the large houses has 
a large porch and lines reminis- 
cent of Colonial cottages. All rooms 
and the downstairs lavatory can be 
reached fro mtho rear entrance 
hall without passing through work 
or living areas.

Wider use of electric chick 
brooders to save time, labor and 
fuel on Virginia'! farma H advis- 
ed by H. W. Oalln, county agent, 
as electric service In Princess Anne 
County continues to expand. 

Poultrymen's records show, the 
agent said, that the expense of 
operating a properly installed, and 
managed electric brooder amounts 
to only about 14 to S cents per 
chick brooded. 

Satisfactory commercially built 
brooders are available, but farm- 
era can save from 35 to SO per cent 
of the cost by building at home 
the necessary canopy and buying 
a completely assembled commer- 
cial heating unit to go with it, 
Oalln said. The handyman farmer 
can build the entire brooder satis- 
factorily, he added. 

Brooders can be Installed In the 
regular brooder house, the agent 
said, if the house has a good roof, 
tight walls on three sides, and the 
south side Is equipped with win- 
dows to give ample light and ven- 
tilation when needed. 

For farmers who already have 
brooders, Ozlin advises checking 
them for operation about a week 
before the chicks are to arrive so 
any defective parts can be replac- 
ed. Be also advises having an ex- 
tra wafer for the thermostat avail- 
able at all times. Then the brood- 
er should be put into operation 
about 12 hours before the chicks 
arrive, and the thermostat adjust- 
ed to hold a temperature of 100 
degrees F. under the hover. 

Allow 10 square inches of floor 
space under the brooder for each 
chick, to avoid overcrowding, the 
county agent advises. , 

Complete instructions for con- 
struction and operation of electric 
brooders are available from the 
county agent, or from the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, Blacks- 
burg, Virginia.

"The inspection law is de- 
signed to promote highway 
safety," they said in intro- 
ducing the bill, "but its value 
in accomplishing this end Is 
doubtful. Experience has pro- 
ven that the law is extremely 
difficult to administer with 
any degree of uniformity, in 
addition to being extremely 
costly to the motorists in the 
State. At the present rate of 
2 cents per vehicle every six 
months, the cost for inspec- 
tion alone is in excess of f 375, 
000 per year." 

Accident reports, they said, 
based on information suppli- 
ed by the TAA, indicate that 
a very small percentage of 
highway mishaps is caused 
by mechanical defects. The

'Indeed, unless allocations 
and conservation make the 
short supply meet basic need, 
there might well, come an ir- 
resistable demand for con- 
sumer rationing. Hence, we 
have a vital interest in mobil- 
izing not only our members 
but all motorists in an all-out 
campaign for motor fuel con- 
servation. 

"The story is simple 
enough. We have converted 
to power based on petroleum 
too fast and too far — away a- 
head of crude resources, re- 
fining capacity and distribu- 
■?n facilities. The demand 
for this year is now placed at 
6,200,000 barrels a day. Com- 
pare this with an average of 
5,300,000 barrels produced & 
sent to the refineries in 1947 
and you will note that there is 
a gap of 900,000 barrels a 
day. 

"Assuming more crude 
production at home, more im- 
ports from abroad, there 
would still remain the prob- 
lem of refining capacity 
which, at the present, is a- 
round 5,600,00 barrels a day. 
And even with new refineries 
coming into production there 
is the stark probability of a 

! difference between supply ft 
demand of possibly as much 

'as 500,000 barrels a day. If 
the shortage is fairly assess- 
ed against all products and 
all users, with the exception 
of the armed services, it 
should be possible to spread 
out the supply so as to avoid 
consumer rationing and ser- 
ious hardship Jtm car owners. 
"Here are some enlighten- 
ing figures: The per capita 
consumption o f petroleum 
products in the United States 
has risen from 367 gallons in 
1938 to 608 gallons in 1947. 
Today we consume more pet- 
roleum than the entire world 
consumed in 1938. Between 
1935 and 1946 production of 
energy from coal increased 
36%, while energy produced 
from oil and gas increased 
9S%. It is interesting to note 
that in the period 1941 to 
1945 the increase in the de- 
mand for motor fuel was 18' . 
the lowest of all the use cate- 
gory increases. Here 4 are the 
percentages of increase in 
these other categories: Kero- 
sene, 4J'v ; distillate heating 

oils, 68' < ; residual fuels, 
34% ; others 43%. But, in 
estimating where the impacts 
of the shortage may hit, we 
must not overlook the fact 
that approximately 35% of 
all petroleum goes into motor 
fuel 

"So, lon^-ranfre-wise we 
need not only more tankers, ' 
more tank cars, more barges, ] 
but also more oil wells to pro- j 
duce crude, more and better J 
refining capacity, more for- ! 
eign oil to augment our re- 
sources, and a speeding up of 
the programs for synthetic

AUTO PERMITS 
DEDUCTIONS 
FOR INCOME TAX 

Virginia motorists may de- 
duct State gasoline taxes paid 
during 1947 when reporting 
their Federal Income Tax. 
The gasoline tax is six cents 
per gallon. 

In order to take advantage 
of this or any other deduction 
however, a return must be 
made on long form 1040. De- 
ductions are not to be listed 
if a withholding receipt is 
used as a return, or if the car 
owner files Form 1040 and 
uses either the tax table or 
standard deduction, since a 
blanket allowance is made in 
lieu of such deductions. 

Automobile owners who ex- 
pect to make use of these de- 
ductions will be aided mater- 
ially by a special pamphlet, 
revised and up to date, avail- 
able at offices of the Tide- 
water Automobile Associa- 
tion. 

When using the long form 
1040, all sums paid during 
the taxable year in the form 
of registration fees, driver's 
license fee and personal pro- 
perty tax may be deducted 
from the car owner's gross

"Whether or not Congress 
develops a broad-scale nation- 
al oil policy along these and 
similar lines expressed in the 
A.A-A.'s Program of Action 
remains to be seen.

The Federal gas- 
oline tax and other Federal 
excise taxes are not deduct- 
ible. 

If a car is used entirely for 
business, all maintenance ex- 
penses and depreciation may 
be deducted along with in- 
terest on money borrowed 
for the purchase of the auto- 
mobile. In the event the car 
is used both for business and 
pleasure, only a proportionate 
part of the maintenance cost 
and depreciation based on 
business use may be deduct- 
ed. A casualty loss sustain- 
ed by reason of damage to a 
passenger car and not cover- 
ed by insurance mayN>e de- 
ducted even though the car 
is not being used for business 
Damages paid for injury to 
a pedestrian are deductable 
only if te car was being used 
for business at the time of 
the accident. No deductions 
are permitted in any instance 
for fines paid.

In 
not so many years he became one 
of the richest men of the colony, 
and so gave an early example of 
how, in this new wortd of equal

Of the houses built in Virginia 
In the first fifty years following 
the founding of the colony in 1607, 
the Adam Thoroughgood House, 
erected in 1636, Is the oldest still 
standing. It iccupiea, therefore, 
the unique position of being the 
oldest house in the United States 
built by an Englishman to be wit- 
nessed by the modem nation. 

It is a small house, a perfect 
example of early Colonial archi- 
tecture, with walls three feet thick 
and supported at each end by a 
broad pyramided chimney. The 
house is of brick, with the bricks 
roughly and irregularly molded, 
mostly laid in English bond. The 
second floor rooms peep out 
tile steep roof sides through a se 
ries of dormer windows. In all of 
the four rooms of the house the 
wainscoting reaches to the ceiling 
and the old pine, of which the in- 
terior is constructed, has never 
known paint. Many old interesting 
pieces of furniture are to 'be seen 



in the house.

The old light house standing 
high on a sand dune, was erected 
in 1791 by the National Govern- 
ment, the first to be erected with 
government funds.

Near 
this spot the first permanent Eng- 
lish settlers landed April 26, 1607, 
and planted a cross prior to their 
voyage to Jamestown Island which

A large granite cross now stands 
on the spot. This cross was erect- 
ed by members of the Order of 
Cape Henry 1607 after the land 
had been allocated by the Govern- 
ment for the purpose.

An unfavorable egg-Teed ratio 
for Um poultry producer was cited 
here this week by H. W. Oattn.

1949. lt l took more 
eggs to buy 100 pounds of feed 
than at any time during Um Past 
quarter of a century. With Um 
limited amount of feed In Um 
country, no one believes the price 
of train will f all as rapidly as egg 
prices, he added. 

Management practices as listed 
by the agent, to attain 50 per cent 
production in Um flock— the mini- 
mum rate for profit— and to keep 
poultry records in the black while 
prices on both eggs and old hens 
continue their seasonal skid, fol- 
low: 

Market or eat all birds that are 
dropping feathers or' otherwise 
show that they art not producing. 
For a culling demonstration call 
on your county agent. 

Market all malt birds not being 
used in the breeding pen. 

Rid flock of lice and mites. 

Keep laying mash before the 
birds all the time. Fill hoppers 
only orje-half to two-thirds full. 
When good, clean pasture is avail- 
able, let laying birds out for two 
or th:ee hours in the late after- 
noon. 

Do not crowd chicks. Allow eight 
square inches of hovel space and 
two-thirds square foot of floor 
space for each chick. 
. Use only waste-proof feeders. 

Keep all feed in containers and 
covered so rats cannot waste it. 
Join the rat-killing campaign. For 
replacement chicks, buy from 
flocks that have been bred and 
selected for egg production.

Red Cross Established Here Since 1933 



JThe Princess Anne Chapter of 
the American Red Cross is asking 
for the support of every resident 
of the district. The annual drive 
is in progress and Frank Kellam, 
general chairman, and his work- 
ers endeavoring to raise a quota 
for the work. Sightly one and 
two tenths percent of all funds 
collected in Princess Anne County 
stays in the County for immediate 
needs of residents and held in 
case of emergency. The local of- 
fice and chapter expenses are 
paid for by local contributions at 
the time of the annual drive. 



In 1933 when Virginia Beach 
suffered severe damage from a 
storm there was no Red Cross 
Chapter in the County. Shortly 
thereafter The Rev. J. B. Clowe:, 
minister of the First Presbyter- 
ian Church, was instrumental in 
organizing a chapter which held 
meetings in the church. In 1939 
H. .W. Chaffee was appointed as 
chairman lor the local group with 
Mrs. Frank Sullivan executive 
secretary. The off iocs were moved 



that year to the location now oc- 
cupied by Boice Studio on Atlan- 
tic Avenue. In 1941 the offices 
were moved to 16th and Atlantic 
and then again in 1945 to the 
Dorothy Lee Cottage on 14th St. 

From 1941 to 1943 Miss Eleanor | 
Gibson was executive secretary 
with Mr. Chaffee still general 
chairman. In 1943 Miss Pearl 
Duty accepted the post of execu- 
tive secretary, which she holds 
to-day. 

When the chapter was more 
fully organized in 1939 classes in 
home nursing, surgical dressings 
and home service were organized. 
Rumblings of war caused a more j 
alert attitude toward the work 
and preparation was felt desir- 
able.. 

During the war the work -was 
almost entirely with the service 
personnel and families, giving 
financial aid and rendering any 
service needed by the men and 
their families. 

At the present time the local 
chapter maintains its motor corps 
whteh assists local agencies when 
needed, conducts clinics, trans- 



ports hospital cases and renders 
emergency aid in case of fire or 
property destruction. 

If the cases, to which immed- 
iate aid has been rendered, re- 
quire attention beyond three 
months they are turned over to 
the County Welfare agencies for 
the follow-up work and attention. 

In commenting on . the work 
which is done in Princess Anne 
County Miss Duty said that three 
cases of emergency were aided in 
the last two weeks when fire des- 
troyed homes, and that Tuesday 
they went to the aid of Mr. and 
Mrs. R. S. Bugge, in Ocean Park 
when fire completely destroyed 
their home, and offered the ser- 
vices of the Red Cross. 

Miss Duty stressed the peace 
time need of the Red Cross and 
the necessity of an all time pre- 
paredness for any emergency.

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WHERE WILL RENTS GO NOW? 



With property owners and real estate firms voting loudly and 
unanimously to take the controls off rents at Virginia Beach there 
seems to be a feeling of unrest among permanent residents of the 
community as to whether they wUl have to seek other homes or move 
out of town in order to live within their means. The very unfortunate 
rents demanded (and gotten* in war years has left an unpleasant 
and uneasy feeling in the minds of many local residents. 

However there is the other side of the picture to be considered. 
Many apartments and houses have had a rent celling so low there Is 
no possible chance of breaking even on the rent. These buildings are 
maintained, in many instances, as a livelihood for the owners. It is 
only fair that they should realize a fair profit on the investment. 
During the war high rents were paid for inadequate quarters with a 
much lower rent allowed foremen better homes. The unequalized 
condition is not a fair one. 

The solution as presented at the meeting of townspeople and rent 
control board members seems to be that the supply and demand for 
homes is almost on a par and when supply and demand equalize a 
price stablizing will of necessity follow. The opinion voiced at the 
meeting was that with controls off more building will take place and 
that, of necessity, will have a tendency to keep rents on a safe and 
sane level. 

War time reports about profitee;ing In Virginia Beach did not 
help the town. Unfavorable publicity spreads very quickly. Should 
dropping the rent control give property owners the feeling that "the 
Qd is off" and exhorbitant prices are demanded, all the good of the 
last season will be undone and Virginia Beach will again suffer the 
loss. One un-civic minded person wis heard to make the remark; "In 
the summer we DO everybody, in the winter we DO each ojher." It is 
sincerely hoped that property owne:s will not try to take advantage 
of teh removal of rent control, should it come, and D2 everybody 
who visits our community or the residents of the community.

The Virginia Beach Town Coun- 
cil in special meeting on Tuesday 
night passed a resolution petition- 
ing the State Corporation Com- 
mission to delay action for sixty 
days on the proposed Increase in 
bus fares requested by the Norfolk 
Southern Bus Corporation. The 
hearing on the subject is schedul- 
ed for March 81st. 

The council's resolution, enact- 
ed in a special meeting Tuesday 
night, specified that "the said 
Council is uninformed as to the 
rates proposed by the bus corpora- 
tion and has fceen unable at this 
time to secure any information on 
the proposed raise in rates . . ." 
and asked for a sixty-day delay irf 
order to secure information con- 
cerning the proposed increase "so 
that it may be in a position to de- 
termine whether or not, in its 
opinion, the proposed increase is 
fair and just . . ." 

The council meeting in the town 
hall was followed by a meeting 
called by the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of 'Com- 
merce, headed by R. Lee Page, to 
discuss the Norfolk Southern's ap- 
plication for a rate increase. 

The proposed increase is from 
86c to $1.03 on the round trip 
tickets on the Virginia division on- 
ly. In explaining the increase Mr. 
Fletcher, of the Norfolk Southern 
Bus Corporation, stateo that since 
1940 there had been a ten-cent In- 
crease per bus mile to operate and. 
that the company was operating 
under a loss. 

Page and L. B. Shelley, also a 
member of the committee, report- 
ed that they had called to confer 
with bus company officials but had 
been unable to secure adequate 
information concerning the com- 
pany's claim of financial loss in 
the operation of the bus lines. 
They were instructed, by unani- 
mous consent of persons attend- 
ing the meeting, to oppose the in- 
crease in hearings before the Cor- 
poration Commission and, should 
further developments arise, to call 
another public meeting to Inform 
the townspeople. 

Chairman Page also said that 
the committee from the Chamber 
of Commerce will work with the 
transportation committee from the 
town council in opposing the raise.

Beethoven's Ninth Symphony 
excites our admiration because of 
ita warm and engaging humanity. 
It la structurally simple, yet with- 
ai. the greatest symphony by the 
man who wrote the greatest sym- 
phonic music of all time. 

It was completed in UN. three 
years before his death, and he 
conducted it in May, 1824. He nev- 
er heard it, for it was written dur- 
ing the period of his complete 
deafness. 

The nrst movement creates the 
tone for the entire woik; a march- 
ing mood, a seeking for something 
elusive, a discontent with actuali- 
ties, and a striving for higher 
things. 

The second movement ia in the 
classic "fugue" form, in which thr

The Federal government 
has absolutely nothing to do with 
them, but the u. s. number is as- 
signed by the American Associa- 
tion of State Highway Officials to 
insure a uniform numbering sys- 
tem for routes that cross State 
lines. 

State numbers (sucn as Routes 
2, 6. and 311) usually mean that 
the road is an lntra-state high- 
way which generally doesn't cross 
State lines. 

Rounding out the picture, num- 
bers above 1000 are usually reserv- 
ed for suburban sub-division roads 
and the 9000 aeries Is saved for 
secondary roads on the grounds 
of public schools.

This year there's been a marked 
increase in the number of trout 
streams which have been closed 
for the sole reason that those who 
have been accustomed to flsh these 
streams have made themselves so 
obnoxious to the landowners along 
these streams. Where a stream Is 
cloaed to public fishing, the Com- 
mission can no longer stock It with 
trout. 

Many farmers are rensentful. 
with perfect right, toward men 
who hunt on their lands for the 
simple reason that these hunters 
damage property and run rough- 
shod across lands as If they own- 
ed them. There la constant danger 
of disastrous Ores because of the 
carelessness of such hunters. In- 
excusable inconven ences are oc- 
casioned Just because hunters will 
not be cautious and courteous. 

A great deal of this sort or thing 
can be corrected If true sportsmen 
will make a conscious effort to do 
what they can to lift the level of 
sportsmanship among all classes 
of people who hunt and flsh. There 
is room for an immense amount 
of missionary work in this direc- 
tion. 

The coming months will sse 
many people fishing with natural 

bait and a great many game flsh 
will be hooked on minnows, worms
